“AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE.” 


In the Bankrupley Court yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice. Pim, a case was mentioned of Daniel 
Magee, a bankrupt, who had carried on business as 
a general..grocer in the town of Garrison, Co. 
Fermanagh. 


Kieran), on half of the assiepees, said this 
wae a case in which his lordship had committed 
the bankrupt for unsatisfactory answering on the 
Sth June. He was in prison for some weeks, 
and, having made further disclosures, he came 
before Mr. Justice Ross, who ordered him to be 
released.

He 
returned his stock-in-trade at £6, although this,

A NEW SCHEME. 


Inquiries made during this week into the con- 
dition of the poor of Dwblin brought forth in- 
teresting statements from those whose positions 
enable them to form accurate judgments on the 
various features of the present situation. Put 
briefly, the inquiries did not elicit any definite 
declaration that employment was bad, but there 
was agreement that the high prices of food and 
of coal were chiefly responsible for what distress 
had come under the notice of those whose volun- 
tary charge it is to mitigate it. The high price 
of coal is a matter almost as serious as the high 
prices of food. It was the object of the in- 
quiries to obtain information from those who 
have their finger on the pulse of the city, in so 
far as the weii-being of its poor may be judged 
from the varying number of those who have to 
seek assistance from one of other of the nume: 
rous charitable societies which are at work im 
Dublin. ah i 

The oldest charity in Dublin is the Society for 
the Relief of Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers, 
which was established in 1790, when 129 families, 
consisting of 516 persons, were relieved. ' Poli- 
tics or religion of applicants are not considered 
in the distribution of relief. Some fifty volun- 
tary visitors investigate the cases. An official 
of the society pointed out that the receipt of 
separation allowances, not only in respect “bf 
newly joined soldiers, but of reservists, placed 
some of the poorer families in a better position 
than others, but expressed the opinion that, 
generally speaking, the or were none too 
well off at present, and he feared a develop- 
ment of distress during the winter, 

MIDDLE-CLASS DISTRESS. 

There was no diminuiion in the number of 
applications for relief from any section of the 
community, but a new feature’ was to be ob- 
served in the numbers of middle-class people 
seeking assistance, being unable to pay their 
way because of high prices. Landladies, for m- 
stance, were among the people in difficulties 
just now. So far as he could judge, there was 
no more employment than before the war, but 
the real trouble was high prices. Old age pen- 
sioners were very badly hit. They had to pay, 

rhaps, ls. 6d. a week for a room and live on 

. 6d., and, wonderful to relate, many of them 
actually did exist on their pensiogs. Three 
typical cases before the society threw light on 
the situation One was that vf a widow who 
dá cherring. That fsiling her, she went to 
piece-work at a laundry, and earned fis. or 10s 
& week, but “laundry work,” the visitor re- 
ported, “is getting less every week.” Of three 
sisters dressmaking at home it is reported 
“they are getting hardly any work lately.’ 
For “a long time ” the old age pension of the 
wife's mother has been the oniy income for the 
household of a smith’s helper, his wife, and the 
old age pensioner: “ meny articles have been 

wned.* Last year the society spent £4,627 
in relief. For the first three-quarters of this 
year they have spent £3,100, oe £100 
given to the Lord Mayor's Fund, and the pre- 
sent quarter—the heaviest of any—will make 
demands double those of either summer quarter. 
Applications were steadily becoming more nume- 
rous, and in the new middle-class cases larger 
grants were required. 

At the Mendicity Institute it was stated that 
present conditions differed little from those of 
peace times, though food prices were obviously 
& burden. As a rule, demands on the help Of 
the institute decreased in winter, as those in 
want went into the workhouses.

DEATH OF SIR HIRAM 
MAXIM, 


—_ > —---—— 


Sir Hiram Stevens Maxim died at 2.30 yester- 
day morning at his residence at Streatham, 
London. He became unconscious on Thursday 
evening, and passed peacefully away, never re- 
gaining consciousness. He had been critically 
ill for some days. 


Born of Puritan parents at Sangerville, Me., 
U.S.A., on the Sth February, 1840, Hiram 
Maxim received a common school education, 

quiring scientific knowledge in his early years 
by attending lectures. He served four years’ 
apprenticeship to the coachbuilding trade, and 
aftarwante worked in various ironworks. At 
the age of 28 he was employed in New York as 
a shipbuilder’s draughtsman, and whilst acting 
in that capacity he invented a gas jocomotive 
headlight, whiely for some years was in general 
use upon certain American railways. A system 
of automatic gas machines for use in private 
houses was another wert tigen of his -re- 
sourceful brain, and in 1877 he was one of the 
pioneers in making practicable dynamo-electric 
machines, the production of lamp carbons, and 
the ihtroduction of rarified hydrocarbons into 
incandescent lamps. In 1880 he potential the 
first are lamp used in New York City for open 
air illumination. In 1881 he exhtbited in Paris 
the earliest electrical current regulator for re- 
ducing the atmosphere to the utility of the 
electree lamp, and for this invention ident 
Grevy made him a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. In 1883 Sir Hiram made England his 

rmanent home, and it was in that. cenntry 
hat he brought out his most famous invention— 
the Maxim gun. The British Government was 
the first to recognise the merits of the gun, and 
the earliest. occasion upon which it was em- 
ployed on active eervice was in the Matabele 
campaign. late Lord Salisbury. once 
imly remarked that “Sir Hiram had ow 
vented more men from dying of old age than 
any other man who ever lived.”

POLICE DISCIPLINE. 

New Regulations under the Defence of the 
Realm Act, which appeared in the London 
Gazette last night. provide as follows :— 

Whereas by an Order in Council dated the 
twenty-eighth day of November, nineteen hun- 
dred-and fourteen, His Majesty was pleased to 
make Regulations (called the “ Defence of the 
Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914 "’) 
under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation 
Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and 
the defence of the realm, and whereas it is 
expedient further to amend the said Regula- 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing, His 
Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of 
his Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, thet the following amendments be 
made in thu Regulation: under the Defence 
of the Realm Act:— 

L—The Regulation (mumbered 2 F.) shall 
be ineerted after Regulation 2 J., and shall 
be numbered 2 K 

Il.—After Regulation 9 D., 
Regulations shall be inserted :— 

“9 E.—({1) A Secretary of State or the 
Army Council may declare this Regulation to 
be in force in any area, and in any such area 
no person other than a member of His 
Majesty's Naval or Military Forces or a con- 
stable shall, subject. to any exceptions for 
which provision may be nrade in the Order, 
practise, take part in, or be concerned in any 
exercise, movement, evolution, or drill of a 
military mature, or be concerned jm or assist 
the promotion or organisation of any such 
exercise, movement, evolution, or drill by per- 
sons other than members of His Majesty’s 
Naval or Military Forces or constables, 

“ (9) H any person acts in contravention of 
this Regulation he shall be guilty of an offence 
against these Regulations. | 

“ (3) The powers of a Secretary of State 
under this gulation may be exercised as 
respects Ireland by the Chief Secretary. 

* (4) The provisions of this Regulation are 
in addition to, and not in derogation of, any 
other provision of law relating to the same 
subject matter.” 

“9 F.—(1) The Board of Trade, or, in Ire- 
land, the Chief Secretary, may, by Order, 
prohibit on any railways (including tramways) 
any traffic named in the Order being excursion 
traffic or traffic for special purposes, and the 
rovision of any special facilities for any such

“Tf any person, in respect of any traffic so 
prohibited, acts in contravention of any such 
Order, he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these Regulations. 

“ (2) Any such Order may be made so as

“ (3) This Regulation shall not apply to any 
railway over which His Majesty has control 
by virtue of a Warrant under Section sixteen 
of the Regulation of the Forces Act, 1871." 

TIl.—At the end of paragraph (C) of Regula- 
tion 27, after the word “ Forces,’ there shall 

inserted the words “or the discipline of 
any police force.”

Lord Grey has addressed the following Note 
to the Belgian Minister :— 

Foreign Office, November 22, 1916. 

Sim,—(1)—I have the honour to acknowledge 
receipt of your Note of November 16th, in 
which you were good enough to communicate 
the solemn protest of the Belgian Government 
against the measures of forced labour and de- 
portation imposed by the German authorities 
or the Belgian population. 

(2)}—Your Government will not expect from 
their Allies any elaborate expression of horror 
and indignation which they, in common with 
the whole world, feel in the presence of these 
practices, hitherto resorted to only in connection 
with the slave trade. It will be enough if 1 
assure you that His Majesty’s Government are 
ready to support the Belgian Government in 
every step they desire to take in securing the 
cessation of these atrocities and the punishment 
of their perpetrators. 

(3)—His Majesty’s Government have, however, 
one assuritive to give to the Belgian Govern- 
ment at this moment—namely, that they will 
use their utmost power to bring the war to a 
speedy and successful conclusion, and thus 
liberate Belgium once and for all from the 
dangers which continually menace her so long 
a, the enemy remains in occupation of her tern- 
tory. This is a cardinal aim and object of all 
the Allies, and the pedple of the British Empire 
have already been inspired by this latest proof 
of German brutality with renewed determina- 
tion to make every sacrifice for the attainment 
cf that end.

IRELAND AFTER THE WAR. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 
LONDON, Fripay. 

Sir Edward Carson, K.C., M.P., was the 
principal. speaker to-night at a meeting of the 
Ulster Association in London, held at the Hotel 
Cecil. The subject’ of, the address was 
“Unionist Ulster in Peace and at War; Her 
Place in the Empire.” The audience assembled 
in the Grand Hall, which was filled, about 600 
tickets. having been issued. The Duke of Aber- 
corn presided. 

The Chairman said that they loved and re 
spected Sir Edward Carson, and remembered 
his efforts for a settlement of the thorny Irish 
question. They also remembered his active 
and trenchant criticism of the Government's 
policy. It was a criticism of the utmost value 
to the nation. (Applause, and a Voice—™ Quite 
necessary.”) I quite agree, said His Grace. 
Ulstermen, he went on, prided themselves on 
belonging to an Imperial race, and did not in- 
dulge in the shooting of British soldiers from 
behind chimney-stacks. The deeds of the Ulster 
Division on Jtily 1st would show the British 
Empire what Ulstermen were and meant. (Ap- 


plause. 
SIR EDWARD CARSON. 

Sir Edward Carson, who was cordially re- 
ceived, said that he was glad to have the op- 
portunity of saying a word to the Ulster As- 
sociation in London. What he owed to them 
he would have liked to express, but could not. 
In times of political warfare. and of grave party 
battles they had always stood by him to a man. 
Since the war broke out, on every occasion that 
he could call to mind, they had always upheld 
the course that he had deliberately taken, and 
had backed that course through thick and thin. 
Above all, he would like to thank them for what 
they had done in aiding the Committee that 


hthey started for the purpose of trying, in some 


way or other, to recognise the action of their 
gallant men at the front, and to alleviate their 
sufferings when wounded in the cause of their 
King and country. (Cheers.) He had almost 
forgotten politics. (Laughter.) He thought 
only, as he believed the majérity of Ulstermen 
thought, of the great dangers and difficulties 
that beset the Empire at the present moment. 
Ulstermen’s loyalty, their ideals, their sense of 
duty and of obligation were the same as in 
every peaceful and loyal part of the Empire. 


(Cheers.) 
ULSTER AS AN ASSET. 

To judge of Ulster as an asset of the Empire, 
he asked them to look at its industrial and com- 
mercial progress in the war. at was 
Ulster? It was an asset, the value of which 
could hardlysbe estimated. Looking at her 
shipyards they saw men straining the muscles 
which God had given them to help our Navy to 
beat back the most barbaric foe that had ever 
attempted to invade our liberties. In the 
munition shops they saw the same enthusiasm. 
(Cheers.) In peace Ulster was a great and 
progressive democracy, the only real free de- 
mocracy in Ireland. (Cheers.) Trade unionists 
had told him that they had better conditions 
than obtained on the Clyde and the Mersey, 
and were more proud of that than anything. 
Under these circumstances could they conceive 
any. statesman asking these people to 
abandon their position in the Constitu- 
tion of the Empire, and accept something 
different from that which they had inherited. 
After the war broke out many hearts in Ulster 
were sad at the idea that their kW Al was to 
be rewarded by their. being cast off. Siace the 
outbreak of the war Ulster had played a noble 
part.in the history of the Empire, and they 

ut aside all political differences. The Empire's 

attles were their battles and the Empire's 
sorrows were, and are, their sorrows. Ulster 
had sent to the Colours since the war broke out 
more soldiers than the rest of Ireland put to- 
gether. (Applause.) Ulster had put in work 
night and day upon the ships of the King’s 
Navy. But as an [Irishman he drew no distinc- 
tion between any part of Ireland in the pride 
he felt in the fighting qualities of Ireland's sons. 
(Applause.) He was just as proud of the men 
who came from the South as those of the North, 
when they were shoulder to shoulder fighting 

ir country’s He thought the opera- 
tions of the Ist July will go down in history as 
one of those days in bravery and endurance 
which were almost wnexampled in the history “6 
the British Army. He behéved that the Ulste 
Division had somfething like 8,000 casualties 
within two or three hours. He had written 
many letters condoling with the fathers of dead 
heroes. One had lost three sons within an hour; 
many had lost two sons, “ and,” said Sir Edward, 
“I never heard a grumle or a growl. All I got 
back} was an expression of pride that their 
boys had died fighting for their King and 
country. I believe that if they had had more 
sons to give they would have given them just 
as willingly.” (Cheers.) 


THE GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSIBILITY. 
Having described a number of individual deeds 
of heroism, Sir Edward declared “that is the 
stuff of which Ulstermen are made. (Cheers.) 
But our Division is in want of men to fill the 
aps. I think ‘it will be a great slur on 
ister if they do not fil the gaps. 
I am glad to say that throughout Ulster 
Councils and Orange Lodges are calling upon 
the Government to pass legislation which will 
make the sacrifice equal for all parts of the 
country. I say solemnly to His Majesty's Go- 
vernment that when the crucial moment comes 
next spring, as it undoubtedly will come, because 
we know what the Germans are doing, if they 
fail to take any action that may be necessary 
to keep up the supply of heroes to win the 
war, this country and the Empire will never for- 
give them.” (Loud applause.) The respon- 
sibility of the Government was very grave 


THE ATTEMPTED SETTLEMENT. 
, He would be sorry to touch on that occasion 
upon that unfortunate disaster, the rebellion in 
Ireland. He preferred to try and think of it 
as a horrible nightmare to be forgotten, though 
they in Ulster had nothing to do with it. The 
Chairman had alluded in a few words to the 
attempt to settle the Irish question last sum- 
mer. For his own part in that attempted 
settlement, he (Sir Edward) could only say this, 
that he was induced to consider it and put is 
forward solely and only on patriotic grounds 
connected with the progress of the war. (Cheers.) 
He would go a long way to bring the ideals of 
all Irishmen on to one common ground, but it 
could never be reached unless that common 
ground were loyalty to the King. (Renewed 
checrs.) 
THE DUTY OF ULSTERMEN. 

As for the future, he asked, who could teil 
what lay before us? The future was almost 
mystical in its obscurity, but the future in the 
hearts of Ulstermen must mean, and would 
mean, Victory for the Empire. A great deal of 
suffering and trial may be before us, continued 
Sir BE. Carson, before we reach the goal. How 
strange the world seems after the two 
and a half years in which we have pur- 
sued this war, and how even stranger 
it appears to us who have for years before that 
feund our existence threatened in Ulster, and 
who knew there was no use calling peace when 
there Was no peace. 


AFTER THE WAR. 

But be the troubles however great, our duty, 
at all events, is plain and clear. It is to join 
hand-in-hand in a closer clasp at each danger 
with those who are int a war of liberty ana 
of freedom, and then when the war is over, 
when we have once more got internationa! 
peace, what of Ulster? Is it to be peace, or is 
1t to be more war? We do not want any more 
war. We will have had enough of it; but we 
will have shown that our place in the Empire 
and in the United Kingdom is not different 
from that of any other loyal portions of the 
community that constitutes that kingdom. When 
that time comes, although we have forgotten 
our sorrows in our common sorrow, and all poli- 
tical. differences of every kind, if I am alive 
and , if any man dares to lay a hand 
vpon the liberty we will have won, I tell you | 
shall not hesitate once more to sound the 
reveille, and to ask Ulstermen onte more to 
come forward and champion the cause for whicn 
their comrades have died.

The Russian newspapers commenting on the 
resignation of the Premier, M. Stuermer, dwell 
on the failure of his attempt to revive the old 
bureaucratic traditions with the isolation of the 
Government from the people, and the gagging 
of the Press. It is, moreover, an open secret 
that the relations between the representatives 
of the Abies and M. Stuermer left much to be 
desired. Many of the charges brought against 
the retiring Premier are sdounbtless fantastic, 
but the whole afmosphere of his surroundings 
caused mistrust and suspicion. There was no 
mincing of words in the declaration of the 
Bloc at the opening of the Duma or in the 
speeches of M. Zliukoff, M. Qklakoff, and other 
deputies. Certain notorious personalities were 
then denounced, and in spite of the Draconian 
censorship the gist of these criticisms is public 
property. M. Stuermer raised the question 
of the prosecution. of M. Miliukoff. Political 
excitement reached a very high pitch, but the 
situation was relieved by the dramatic appear- 
ance of the Ministers of War and Marine, with 
their assurances that they relied on the  co- 
operation of the peoples’ representatives for the 
victorigus prosecution of the war. The Duma, 
considering that it had said its last word, de- 
cided to await further development, and not to 
meet in full session until Tuesday, when its 
next course of action would be decided in the 
light of events happening in the meantime. M. 
Stuermer thereupon went to the Imperial head- 
quarters, and the Tsar's decision was made 
known in the Ukase published this morning.

When she was first put 
on the South African service the vessel was the 
crack liner of the Union Castle fleet, and was a 
great favourite with passengers to the Cape. 
Since the outbreak of the war the Braemar 
Castle has been entirely in Government ser- 
vice. She was one of the fleet of 

which carried the Naval Division to the Dar- 
danelles, Since that time she was fitted as a 
hospital ship, carrying the usual distinguishing 
marks, and was employed almost exclusively in 
the Red Cross work of the Army of the East.

The Secretary of the Admiralty makes the 
following announcement:—The Furness-Withy 
liner, Rappahannock, left England for Halifax 
en 17th October, since which time nothing has 
been heard of her. In the Berlin official wire- 
less of November 8 it was stated the ship had 
been sunk. Unless any of the officers or crew, 
who number 37, were taken on board the sub- 
marine or transferred to some other vessel, 
neither of which courses was followed so far as 
is known, there can no longer be any hope of 
their safety. 

If the crew were forced to take to their boats 
in the ordinary way it is clear that this must 
have occurred so far from land or in such 
weather conditions that there was no probe- 
bility of their reaching the shore. 

The German pledge not to sink vessels with- 
out saving human lives has thus been once 
more disregarded, and another of their sub- 
marines has been guilty of constructive murder 
on the high seas.

The administration of 
the law was also as impartial as expedi- 
tious, as is shown by the fact, among 
many others, that women held a place of 
very near equality with the men, and this 
love of equal justice long survived the 
destruction of the influence and power 
of the Brehons, and is, perhaps, not yet 
altogether dead. Coke wrote—“There is 
no nation of the Christian world that are 
greater lovers of justice than they are, 
which virtue must, of necessity, be accom- 
oi by many others.” Sir John 
vies, the Attorney-General of James 
I., uses almost the same words as Coke— 
“There is no nation of people under the 
sun that doth love equal-and indifferent 
justice better than the Trish, or will not 
rest better satisfied with the execution 
thereof, though it be against themselves.” 
Nevertheless, the English destroyed. a sys- 
tem of law incomparably better than 
their own. “There is something intensely 
thetic,” says our author, “in the 
espised Irish Brehon, to whom the con 
ueror would neither give the benefit of 
nglish law nor allow im to be ruled by 
his own customs, but goaded into the life 
of an outlaw, attempting, in the desola 


alive the light of a legal system full of 
unpolished equity, which was only con 
demned because it would not square with 
the profits of the kingship in the feudal 
doctrines of the day.”

THE NAVY AND POLITICS. 


We find in Admiral Penrose Fitz- 
geraid's book some of the secrets of the 
success of the senior service. He is too 
modest a man to show what he has done. 
but, in spite of his modesty, the discri- 
minating reader is soon aware that all his 
powers were devoted to making his work 
as complete a success as it could be made. 
He has a supreme contempt for politi- 
clans, whom he clearly considers the 
greatest pests that the universe contains. 
As we read how the Navy was starved in 
the eighties we do not wonder at the Ad- 
miral’s indignation. Had Germany - 
sessed then a Navy half so powerful as 
that which she possesses to-day, all would 
have been over with the British Empire. 
Fortunately for us, the naval men saw the 
cenger. ane set themselves to redress ie 

ong the most importaáitt - ‘* in 

book are those which detail he necdkation 
wrought in our Navy at that time. Admi- 
ral of the Fleet Sir Thomas Symonds, Sir 
Geoffrey Hornby, Captain Lord Charles 
Beresford—and we may add the name of 
Admiral Fitzgerald himself—<id the work 
necessary for the passage of the Navy De 
fence Aet of 1889. That memorable mea- 
sure provided for the building of seventy 
ships at a cost of £21,000, Nine of 
them were to be battleships of a power, 
speed, and general equipment hitherto un- 
attempted by this or any other country. 
Down to the day of the Dreadnought class 
it remained the accepted type of the ideal 
battleship. It was these very ships which, 
when the Boer war broke out, stood be- 
tween us and the hostile interference of 
our jealous: rivals. The Naval Defence 
Act, Admiral. Fitzgerald points out, had 
borne its fruit, and it was a cuse 
“Hands off, Wilhelm!” 

The Admiral’s censure of Mr. Glad- 
stone is, we think, entirely deserved from 
the point of view of the sailor. The Libe- 
ral Party has never cared sufficiently for 
foreign policy, except when, now and 
then; the cause of a nationality like Greece 
or Bulgaria appealed to Mr. Gladstone. 
He repeatedly went out of his way to ex- 
press approval of the “pacificists” who 
ass that there never would be an- 
other great war. We do not doubt that 
in another twenty years the “ pacificists” 
will again be telling the world shat wars 
have ceased, and that the money spent on 
the Navy ought to be devoted to the work of 
social reform. The writer rightly calls at- 
tention to the speech of Lord Haldane, de- 
livered on November 24th, 1913, less than 
nine months before the war. “There 
might also come a time,” he maintained, 
“when, instead of having to spend seventy 
or eighty milMons on defence, they would 
soon be able to devote the greater part of 
it to social reform, which was much 
needed, and other things.” 

Admiral Fitzgerald has much to say of 
the men whom he has met—the ill-fated 
Rodjesvenski, King George and his brother, 
when they cruised in the Bacchante, 
and many another. Few men command so 

reat a share of his admiration as Lord 
Sisawilliam ; none commands so much of 
his contempt as Mr. Gladstone. If a reader 
requires a corrective to Lord Morley’s 
estimate, let him turn to these pages, 
and he will at once find it.

As to modern examples, I know of few, 
but am inclined to think that a little— 
a very little—of the finest lyrical verse of 
Shelley comes singularly near to falling 
within my definition, and in virtue of so 
doing will probably survive when some of 
his most ambitious ormances, which, 
in spite of many splendours, seem to miss 
fire as poems or-dramas, shall be little 
better than forgotten,” 

Mr.| Watson includes as  scriptive 
writing nearly all English literature— 
quoting Landor to illustrate his defini- 
tion—and he points out that the writers 
who adopt the pose of unliterariness 
appeal: only to literary cliques. In this 
context he says that Whitman's truly 
magnificent pose was recognised in 
Ameri¢a as a pose from the first, but that 
in this country ' the boisterous and shaggy 
barbarian of Brooklyn had provided a 
novel stimulus for the jaded litera 
palates of the mildest-mannered of Iri 
professors and the most vehement of 
illustrious English poets.” We easily re- 
cognise Swinburne in this, but how many 
of us will discover the late Professor Dow- 
den? Mr. Kipling will be as little pleased 
with the poet's contempt for ' the Joose: 
pees age of the street ” as the admirers 
of Blake with what they cannot fail to 
regard as want of appreciation. Lovers 
of verse will gain delight from the mas- 
terly study of the blank verse and its ex-

Their beoks are of the kind which are 
praised for being little short of brutally 
alive’; their pages positively exhale vin- 
lity, ahd they themselves, in the intervals 
of literary production, appear to be en- 
gaged jin pastimes beside which the tiger- 
hunt is an enervating and emasculating 
form of indulgence; but experience has 
taught me that these are precisely the per- 
sons whom one can count upon meeting at 
every literary ‘At Home’ in London, 
where, as a rule, they are easily recognis-

‘THE SOUL AND ITS STORY. 


It is refreshing and comforting to turn 
from the seme daily struggle of life 
with ‘death, which now obsesses our 
imaginations, to this calm and lofty 
speculation on the nature and preroga- 
tives of the human soul, which will, in 
the author's firm conviction, outlast its 
earthly vestment, and live on in higher 
and more perfect surroundings. But the 
metaphysical preliminaries by which he 
approaches this most comfortable doc- 
trine are complicated and difficult, and 
sure to give rise to much criticism. The 
main feature of his book is the intelli- 
gent and even learned handling of the 
recent researches into, and discoveries 
about, the nature of matter. These he 
holds to have upset completely the old 
materialssm, which reduced both mind 
and bodv to modifications pf matter only. 
He shows, we think conclusively, that the 
materialists, one and all, have to assume 
mind as the preliminary condition of the 
origin >f matter. 

On the other hand, the researches of 
the physicists into atoms, molecules, elec- 
trons,|. and the like, have greatly 
spirituplised the essence of matter, espe- 
cially. by showing it to be the manifesta- 


tion, not of solidity or hardness, as used to. 


be the belief once of philosophers, | ut of 
energy and motion—that it may not aiffer 
in kind from the essence of mind. Mr. 
Pearson is, therefore; at bottom a monist,

“The Wonderful Year.” By W. J. Locke.

This is a very true and vivid picture of trench 
warfare, culminating in a battle in which the 
hero falls. The author is a soldier, who is quite 
familiar with the subiect which he describes, 
and his book, though it may seem a little com- 
monplace to those who have taken part in this 
kind of warfare, is of much interest to those 
who have not, and will stand the test of time. 
Trench warfare is a contest in alertness—elert- 
ness in everything and at all times—and the 
gradual development, under its trials, of an 
ordinary young map into a first-rate officer is 
revealed with a clear sincerity which makes the 
reading of this book something more than a 
momentary pleasure. The heroine is kept dis- 
creetly in the background, and appears mainly 
by her letters and consignments of socks; so 
that even in this respect the story is stamped 
with the hall-mark of reality.

PREVENTION OF CRUELTY 
TO CHILDREN. 


DUBLIN AND DISTRICT BRANCH. 


The annual meeting of the Dublin and 
District Branch of the National Society for the 
Children was. held 
yesterday afternoon in the Theatre of Leinster 
House, Kildare street, Dublin. Sir Joseph 
McGrath, LL.D., presided, aud there was 4 
large attendance. 

The twenty-seventli annual report of the 
Executive Committee stated that the total 
number of complaints investigated was 1,552. of 
these 1,308 cases were found to bo true, affecting

He was 
sorry to say that Her Excellency, who had in- 
tended to be present, was detained in London 
by illness. e had had for the third time 
to preside at these meetirigs because of the 
absence of the President, Sir Nevile Wilkinson, 
who had been promoted major on the battle- 
field, and was now in London. 
figures of the report were very. significant, and 
were worthy of attention, as showing what 
useful work the Society was doing. The fact 
that the vast majority of the cases were 
brought to the notice of the Society by out- 
side agencies, and that only 29 were discovered 
by the Society's inspectors, proved that the 
Society enjoyed the confidence of the public. 
Another thing was the fact that only pro- 
@cutions, or 5 per cent. of the total, were 
instituted, and showed that the Society was 
eminently a preventive society aed not a 
punitive one. 
per cent. were due to drunkenness. He hoped 
that the record formed a sound claim to the 
generosity of the public. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Robert J. Parr, a director of the So- 
ciety, seconded the adoption of the report. 
He paid a tribute to the great services which 
Sir Gabriel Stokes had rendered to the 
Society. The report appealed directly to senti- 
ment, and never was that appeal more forcible 
than at the present time, when life was being 
sacrificed in a manner unknown to history. 
There never was a time when it was more 
important to conserve child life for the nation 
than now. The report also appealed for per- 
sonal seryice and all financial help for the 
Society. 

The report was adopted. 

Dr. Joseph O'Carroll, President of the Royal 
College of Physicians, moved a resolution com- 
mending the Society to the continued sympathy 
and support of the public. He said the 
Society deserved public support, because it 
was doing excellent work for the children of 
the slums, although, as they al] knew, there 
was not much cruelty to children in Dublin 
or in Ireland, for the Irish mothers had a 
deep natural affection for their children, and 
made great sacrifices for them, in the bulk. 

Miss 8. C. Harrison seconded. She said the 
Society was doing a great deal of good in 
saving children from suffering, and it was an 
important matter to save children at this crisis 
of our history. She said that the allowance of 
relief given by the Boards of Guardians to poor 
widows with children was shockisgly insufficient, 
being only a penny a day per head, while in 
Liverpool it wes 44d. and in Glasgow 6d. per 
head per day. These poor widows were being 
fined by agistrates for not sending their 
children to school, the fact beimg that they had 
nether boots nor other clothing to enable them 
to appear in public. In her opinion, it was 
the guardians of the poor who ought to be 
fined for not doing something like that which 
the law allowed them to do in the way of relief. 

The motion was passed. 

Sir Thomas Myles moved the re-election of 
the ladies and gentlemen who forméd the Com- 
mittee last year. He appealed for more gene- 
rous, natural, and humane treatment for the 
children of the slums, over and above what this 
Society was doing. 

Rev. E. Savell Hicks, seconding the motion, 
said that societies like thir were getting right 
down to the root of the social | won Shaw 
wondered that work of this kind should have 
waited so long to be done, and said that no 
nation could reckon itself safe unless it solved 
the fundamental problem of child-power. 

The motion was passed, 

On the motion of Sir William Fry, seconded 
by Mrs. Gibson Black, the thanks of the meet- 
ing were given to the speakers, and the meet- 
ing ended.

blems which press for consideration in Ireland, 
and especially in Dublin, were numerous. In- 
dustrial unrest, as it was called, exista in Dub- 
lin, but it was not in Ireland so large a question 
as it was in England, because in Ireland the 
strikes were by unskilled labourers, and not by 
skilled labourers engaged in the work of pro- 
duction as in Engiand. Employment at . 
and quays was fluctuating, especially in Dublin, 
and the uncertainty of regular employment con- 
duced to industrial unrest. Unskilled labour 
ee agree od prevailed to a large extent in 
Dublin, and how to improve the position of that 
dlass was one of the most serious problems which 
remained to be dealt ' with. Havi 
quoted some of the recommendations contai 
in the report of the Departmental Committee 
appointed by the Local Government Board to 
inquire into the housing conditions of the work- 
ing classes in Dublin, and having referred to 
the efforts of the Corporation to deal with the 
housing problem, and to the annual loss on 
the completed housing schemes, Lawson 
spoke of the Corporation's present plans. Not 
being able, owing to the war, to obtain a loan 
from the Board of Works, the Corporation had 
arranged to borrow a large sum from American 
lenders, at a high rate of interest, to carry 
out two othef nes cll og at Fairbrothers’ Fields 
and on the McCaffrey estate. These schemes, in 
all probability, would result in a further loss 
and burden on the rates, already 
too high. Pressure should be brought to 
bear on owners of tenement houses to put them 
in repair, and convert them into flats, with 
proper senitary accommodation, ‘or the Cor- 
ration might take over the best of them, fol- 
owing the example of the Social Service Socie- 
ties referred to in the report, and remodel them, 
as had been done in Glasgow. Another 
social evil which called or treatment 
was the prevalence of public- houses. 
It was too often found that drink 
was the cause of poverty in the occupiers cf | 
tenements. Prohibition wae not a practical 
policy, but much could be done by reducing the | 
number of public-houses in our towns, and in | 
Dublin, in particular, and in improving those | 
that were left, and making them places for the 
sale of food as well as of drmk. The most press- 


| ing of the rural problems was to increase the 
| sti i ke th try Tess 
production of food and to make the country 


dependent on supplies from abroad. The need 

was accentuated by the regulations of the 

Board of Trade with regard to food supplies. 

If more labour was requiréd by farmers it 

might be obtained from the surplus population | 
of our towns, and especially by the employment 

of women. 

Rev. T. A. Finlay, S.J., in proposing a vote cf | 
thanks to the President for his address, said 
the problem of food production had stared tne | 
country and the Government in the 
face from the beginning of the war, 
and even before the war. They 
were told on very good authority that the 
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war was likely to last for three years. Now, he 
asked, what steps were taken to cope with that 
very serious problem, on the solution of which | 
their success in the campaign very largely de- 
pended? Apparently absolutely nothing. And 
now, when the real crisis had come, what did 
they find?

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 
OF APPRENTICES. 


LETTER FROM MR. T. P. GILL, 


Alderman Farrell, Chairman of the Dublin 
Technical Education Committee, opened a dis 
cussion last evening in the Oak Room of the 
Mansion House, on the subject, “ The Industrial 
Education of Apprentices.” The Lori Mayor 


O'Carroll, Secretary, announced | 
letters of apology. Amongst them was a com- | 
munication from Mr. T. P. Gill, Secretary of | 
the Department of Technical Education, i | 
which he wrote :—” The future of our industry— | 
whether we are to move upward as @ nation 
into higher industrial conditions or not—largely ' 
depends on educational provision for appren- 
tices: and so in a measure does our social and 
moral futdre as well. We must get it into the | 
heads of all who interest themselves in educa- 
tion that,it ghould be a first and fundamental 
principle of. education to take note of the 
career in life for which the pupil is saturdlly 
imtended, and to strive to prepare him fittingly 
for that career. How is the future apprentice 
to be trained before he reaches the technica! 
school? How is he to be dealt with after he 
has entered apprenticeship, and his technical, 
intellectuél, and moral development continued ” 
How is he to be prepared, not only for the | 
mastery of his craft, but—and this ima point of 
urgent importance—for his responsibilities and | 
duties as a citizen? What is the part of the 
employer, what of the trade union, what of the 
technical instruction committee, what of the 
primary school, what of the parents in all this? 
These are ail questions which it will be of the 
greatest use to have ventilated and discussed.” | 

Alderman Farrell, in the course of his ad- | 
dreas, said one school of thought favoured train- 
img by the State, and another looked to em | 
ployers to see to this work of improving the | 
training of apprentices. Theoretical technical 
education ond technical research work were 
absolutely essential to national existence. Hav- | 
ing dealt with several argunients § that | 
had been put forward, he suggested |

whether the National Board of Education 
should not be. compelled to give to boys in their | 
later years, at any rate, a primary education 
that would enable them to make the best use of | 
the technical instruction, which is so neces- | 
sary to fit them for useful careers? He went 
on to say that the Technica] Education Commit- 
tee was anxious to bring about joint action by 
employers, employed, and the Committee. 
r. George Fletcher, of the Department of 
Technical Education, opened the discussion, re- 
marking that great changes would come indus- 
trially after the war, and they had got to pre- 
pare for this development now. . They should 
not delude themselves into supposing they had 
solved the difficulty by giving evening classes 
in their technical schools.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 
OF APPRENTICES. 


LETTER FROM MR. T. P. GILL, 


Alderman Farrell, Chairman of the Dublin 
Technical Education Committee, cpened a dis 
cussion last evening in the Oak Koom of the 
Mansion House, on the subject, “ The Industria! 
Education of Apprentices.’ The Lord Mayor 
presided. 

Mr. L. E. O'Carroll, Secretary, announced 
letters of apology. Amon them was & com- 
munication from Mr. T. P. Gill, Secretary of 
the Department of Technical Education, in 
which he wrote :—” The future of our industry— 
whether we are to move upward as & nation 
into higher industrial conditions or not—largely 
depends on educational provision for appren- 
tices; and so in 4 measure does our social an 
moral future as well. We must get it into the 
heads of all who interest themselves in educa- 
tion that.it ghould be a first and fundamental 
principle of education to teke note of the 
eareer in life for which the pupil is maturdlly 
intended, and to strive to prepare him fittingly 
for that career. How is the future apprentice 


to be trained before he reaches the technical. 


school? How is he to be dealt with after he 
has entered apprenticeship, and his technical, 
intellectual, and moral development continued ? 
How is he to be prepared, not only for the 
mastery of his craft, but—and this isa point of 
urgent importance—for his responsibilities and 
duties as a citizen? What is the part of the 
employer, what of the trade union, what of the 
technical instruction committee, what of the 
primary school, what of the parents in all this? 
These are all questions which it will be of the 
greatest use to have ventilated and discussed.” 

Alderman Farrell, in the course of his ad- 
dreas, said one school of thought favoured train- 
ing by the State, and another looked to en» 
loyers to see to this work of improving the 
raining of apprentices. Theoretical nical 
education and technical research work were 
absolutely essential to national existence.
